BROAD  LEAVED  EVERGREENS 

Under  broad-leaved  evergreens  are  classed  all  shrubs 
retaining  their  foliage  during  the  winter  months. 

For  city  planting,  in  many  instances,  they  have  given 
better  results  than  the  coniferous  evergreens.  Many 
varieties  of  evergreens  lend  beauty,  both  with  bloom 
and  luxuriant  evergreen  foliage.  Most  of  these 
broad-leaved  sorts  prefer  shade. 

These  evergreens  may  be  used  effectively  in  a 
number  of  locations— -as  a  background,  in  masses  a- 
long  foundations,  intermingled  with  blooming  plants 
such  as  shrubs  and  perennials,  or  arranged  in  natural¬ 
istic  treatments  of  shrubs  and  conifers.  Only  a  few 
of  these  plants  are  ever  affected  by  insects  or  dis¬ 
eased  with  various  blights.  Those  marked  (*)  thrive 
best  in  an  acid  soil  in  shady  locations.  Good  treat¬ 
ment  will  produce  the  happiest  results  for  you.  It 
is  well  to  plant  these  broad-leaved  types  in  leaf- 
mold  or  peat,  and  once  a  year  apply  a  small  amount 
of  Aluminum  Sulphate.  One  pound  is  sufficient  to 
treat  five  square  feet.

The  hardy  perennial  garden  appeals  very  strongly  to 
all  garden  and  flower  lovers.  During  the  whole  flow¬ 
ering  season  there  is  not  a  time  during  whioh  some 
of  them  are  not  in  bloom.  They  reappear  year  after 
year,  blooming  freely,  and  require  very  little  at¬ 
tention  and  protection. 

Select  hardy  flowers  to  provide  a  continuous 
blooming  season.  The  various  ooarse-leaved,  tall- 
growing  varieties  should  oooupy  the  background.  The 
dwarf -growing  varieties  along  the  front  edge  of  the 
border  or  bed.  The  intermediate  rows  will  take  care 
of  the  greater  majority  of  perennials.  These  varie¬ 
ties  are  located  so  as  to  avoid  color  clashing  and 
to  produoe  a  harmonious  whole.  Also,  choose  them 
with  regard  to  variation  of  bloom. 

The  roots  may  be  planted  in  early  spring  or  in 
autumn  when  the  soil  is  not  cold,  wet  or  soggy.  Any 
good  soil,  sensibly  enriched  with  rotted  manure, 
bone  meal,  or  sheep  manure,  dug  deep  and  thoroughly 
mixed,  will  be  satisfactory.  The  beds  should  be 
kept  weeded  and  occasionally  stirred.  The  large- 
growing  varieties  often  need  staking  and  tying  when  « 
they  reach  maturity.

PLANTING  INSTRUCTIONS 


All  nursery  stock  needs  careful  handling.  It 
must  not  be  unnecessarily  exposed  to  sun  or  drying 
winds  before  being  planted.  Keep  the  roots  covered 
at  all  times  with  damp  burlap  sacks  or  something  simi¬ 
lar.  After  being  planted  the  stock  will  need  food 
and  water. 

Cut  off  broken  or  bruised  roots  just  above  the 
place  of  injury.  Shorten  any  roots  that  are  over- 
long  with  a  sharp  knife  or  pruning  shears. 

Dig  the  hole  large  enough  to  receive  the  plant 
without  bending  the  roots.  Throw  good  top  soil  on  one 
side  of  hole  and  poor  soil  on  opposite  side.  Then 
break  up  subsoil  in  bottom  of  hole  and  mix  with  it  a 
little  top  soil  and  some  well-rotted  manure  or  a  com¬ 
mercial  plant  food. 

Set  your  plant,  then  fill  the  hole  to  within  a 
few  inches  of  the  top,  tramping  the  soil  as  it  is 
thrown  in.  Leave  a  pocket  or  basin  around  the  plant 
to  catch  water,  and  let  the  last  two  or  three  inches 
of  oovering  be  loose  soil  or  a  mulch  to  conserve  the 
moisture.  Water  frequently  until  plant  is  established.
